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THE PROSPECTS OF A EUROPEAN WAR. 
HE gravity of the situation in Europe is no longer 
doubtful. The rumors of warlike intention on 
the part of France and Prussia daily assume a more 
definite tone, and it is no longer a secret that both 
these Powers are making gigantic preparations for a 
trial of strength. Count BismarK, who stands for 
Prussia in the eyes of the world, is evidently ready 
for war. He proudly and even defiantly waves aside 
the proffered mediation of the neutral Powers, which 
NAPOLEON would have accepted, and answers their 
propositions with language which reads almost like a 
declaration of war. Prussia, he says, has not found 
it necessary to appeal to the neutral Powers for the 
protection of her rights, and she will not leave Lux- 
emburg. 

The full significance of this declaration can be un- 
derstood only in view of the importance attached by 
the French people to the occupation of the Fortress 
of Luxemburg by Prussia. They make it a question 
of national honor. If Prussia has no legitimate right 
to occupy that fortress, and she acknowledges that 
the has none, that occupation is in itself a menace 
and an insult to France. M. de GIRARDIN, a 
strong advocate of peace and an enemy of the 
present Government of France, puts the case very 
forcibly in his paper, La Liberté. The question, 
he says, is simply this: France says to Prussia, 
vill you put an end to the occupation of 
a fortress which you have no right to hold, and 
where your presence constitutes an intolerable insult 
to the French people? If Prussia complies, there 
may be peace, whether annexation follows or not ; but 
if she replies by resisting, or even by demolishing the 
fortress, it will be immediate war, or a humiliation, 
the like of which France is not accustomed to support. 
This is the tone not of La Liberté alone, but of the 
entire press of France. None advocates war. The 
general feeling appears to be one of regret that the 
question of annexation was ever raised; but it has 
been raised, and can be settled in one way only that 
thall not involve the humiliation of France. That 
Count Bismark, in the face of this, deliberately and 
firmly declines to comply with the demands of the 
French Government, shows that he feels prepared to 
meet whatever consequences may result from his re- 
fasal. With his usual energy, he loses no time in 
making preparations for the worst. He doubles the 
gurison of Luxemburg, and accumulates war material 
and forces at points in close proximity to the French 
frontier. He has reason to feel strong. All the 
tational strength of Germany is at last united under 
one banner, and as the Prussian ministerial paper 
proudly asserts, an attack from abroad will no longer 

feeble parties or a disjointed and powerless 
‘zlomeration of States, but a solid phalanx formed 
of the whole defensive strength of the German nation. 
though Germany has not been accustomed to an 
*egtessive policy, she is probably as well prepared as 








France for an aggressive movement. The Prussian 
Government could set in motion within a month a 
force of probably not less than eight hundred thou- 
sand men, the greater part of them armed with the 
needle-gun, and the whole under the command of the 
able generals who last Summer conducted the brilliant 


3] seven weeks’ war against Austria. 


Prussia, then, is well prepared for war. How is it 


5| with France ? Great as are the military resources at 


her command, she could hardly bring into the field an 
army equal in numbers or in equipment to that of 
Prussia. It is stated on good authority that the 
French Government have not at this time more than 
ten thousand breech-loading rifles; and though they 
have given large orders to English and Belgian manu- 
facturers, it is doubtful whether two hundred thou- 
sand of these arms could be supplied before next Sum- 
mer. Unquestionably, NAPOLEON would prefer to 
stave off a conflict until another year. But it would 
be going too far to assume that France is unprepared 
for war, or that the Prussian generals could make a 
promenade through France with as much ease as they 
marched toward Vienna. They would encounter in 
the French army a very different organization from 
the heterogene ous forces led by the brave but unfor- 
tunate BENEDEK. The French navy, too, would 
prove an important element in such a war. It could 
seal up the entire German coast, help Denmark to re- 
capture the Elbe Duchies, and hold Austria in check 
by threatening Trieste, now the only important sea- 
port of that empire. And there can be no doubt that 
the Emperor of France could rely upon the enthusi- 
astic support of his people. The French, as an Eng- 
lish paper recently complained, are always intensely 
French. However divided on political questions, they 
always unite on France. In this liberals and conserv- 
atives are alike. Brought face to face with war, al] 
parties would unite in hearty support of the Govern- 
ment ; and the effective strength of the French army, 
which Marshal NiEL estimates at 600,000 men, could 
probably be increased by levies and volunteering to 
800,000. Taking thus into account the naval resources 
of the Empire, the military spirit of the people, and 
the actual strength of the army, now augmented by 
the return of the Mexican contingent, the relative 
strength of the two hostile powers would appear to be 
pretty evenly balanced, so evenly, indeed, that it 
were useless to speculate upon the chances of the 
conflict that now seems to be imminent. 


The question has narrowed down to a distinct issue 
between France and Prussia. By announcing his 
readiness to dispose of his formal rights in the Duchy 
of Luxemburg, the King of Holland has released the 
Treaty Powers from their obligation to protect him in 
the maintenance of those rights ; and it is not unlikely 
that the neutral governments would keep aloof from 
the conflict, should war break out. Neither England 
nor Austria nor Italy would have any interest in the 
quarrel, unless Russia should take advantage of it to 
advance her own interesis in the East. 

NAPOLEON, like NIcHOLAS of Russia, has missed a 
great opportunity. Had the Czar, leaving Austria to 
fight her own battles with Hungary, in the revolutionary 
times of 48, made his descent upon Turkey, he might 
have been spared the humiliation of the Crimean war. 
Had NaApo.eon last Summer made common cause 
with Austria, he might have gained Luxemburg at 
little cost, beside making sure of an ally in the east. 
As it is, he stands on the verge of a conflict in which 
the chances are doubtful, with the odds somewhat in 
favor of his adversary. 
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In her desperate struggles to become a maritime 
as well as a military power, Prussia meets one formi- 
dable obstacle: she hasn’t got the sea-coast. This 
obstacle is so serious and annoying as to influence all 
her foreign policy at present. The uncle of TRisTRAM 
SHANDY was of opinion that even omnipotent power 
could not have endowed Bohemia with a seaport. 
Count BismarK, who longs for seaports more than 
Bohemia ever could, thinks differently from Uncle 
Tony. The great Prussian has a creative elixir where- 
with to get harbors and inland towns at will—consoli- 
dation. A marked feature of Europe at this 
moment is the greedy eye Prussia is fixing on Den- 
mark and Holland. The proximate cause of the pro- 
posed cession of the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg to 
France, has shrewdly been conjectured to be the 
anxiety of the King of Holland, who owns the Duchy, 
not to get swallowed by all-devouring Prussia. He 
seeks the alliance of his powerful neighbor, Napo- 
LEON, for fear of his other powerful neighbor, King 
WILLIAM: and he is willing to toss a sop to France 
to avoid giving a full meal to Prussia. Six hundred 
miles of coast, on an inland sea, whose gates are kept 
by foreign warders, are Prussia’s chief coastwise 
possessions. Here, too, the shore is low and shallow, 
with bars destroying most of its maritime value, so 
that the only good seaward outlets for Prussia are 
about half-a-dozen ports. By pouncing first upon the 
Danish Duchies, and then upon Hanover, she stretch- 
ed her line along the Baltic, and opened fresh ports 
on the North Sea. This, however, is not enough : 
and Holland and the rest of Denmark are necessary 
to fill out the scheme to completeness. Meanwhile, 
Prussia is preparing to be a great naval power. She 
is going to get Monitors from the United States, and 
other vessels from Great Britain; at home, she is to 
get ready marines and marine guns in abundance. 
After all, however, the lack of good harbors remains. 

Suppose we sell Prussia some of our spare sea-coast ? 
We have now more than ten thousand miles of it, 
*‘ eligibly situated to suit purchasers.”” Trading ter- 
ritories is the diplomatic mania of the day: suppose 
we sell Prussia all that parcel of land lately known as 
Russian America? It has three thousand miles of 
sea-coast; Mr. Sewarp will vouch for the salubrity 
of its climate, its riches in copper and gold, its sup- 
plies of wheat and walrus, its wealth of splendid har- 
bors, its fine ship-timber, its own iron for repairs, and 
its own coal for the forges of the repair-shops. Here 
is the very thing for Prussia to take off our hands at 
a bargain. Besides, it is a ‘‘ corner-lot.”

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WE have received a file of General Court-martial or- 
ders issued from the War Department, and furnish our 
readers with the following abstract of the contents of some 
of the principal ones : 

First Lieutenant Cuanxes Spzep, Fifth U. 8. Infantry, 
has been tried before a General Court-martial, which con- 
vened at Fort Union, New Mexico, charged with ‘conduct 
to the prejudice of good order and military discipline.” 
The specifications allege that the accused did, by habitual 
drunkenness, physically disqualify himself for the proper 
performance of his duties as an officer, and did, by his 
habitual drunkenness, become a nuisance to the officers 
living in the set of quarters in which he resided. The ac- 
cused having been found guilty of the charge and epecifi- 
cations preferred against him, was sentenced “to be dis- 
missed the service of the United States.” General Court- 
martial Orders No. 10, current series, from the War 
Department, announces that the findings and sentence have 
been approved by the Prestpent, and that Lieutenant 
Sreep accordingly ceases to be an officer in the service of 
the United States. 

General Court-martial Orders No. 5, current series, War 
Department, relates to the case of Captain H. C. Rosinert, 
First U. 8. Infantry, who was tried before a General 
Court-martial, which convened at New Orleans, La, 
charged with “ conduct unbecoming an officer and a gen- 
tleman.” The specifications of this charge set forth that 
Captain Ronrnett, while in a state of intoxication, made a 
disturbance at the Varieties Theatre in the City of New 
Orleans, La., and used abusive and profane language, and 
did, by his boisterous conduct, disturb the camp of Com- 
pany H, First U.S. Infantry. The Court having found 
the accused guilty of the main facts alleged, sentenced him 
“to be dismissed the service of the United States.” On 
the recommendation of Judge-Advocate-General Hott, the 
sentencs in this case has been mitigated “to suspension 
from rank and pay for six months.” 

Second Lieutenant Samvet Grauam, Eleventh U. S. In- 
fantry, was tried before a General Court-martial, which 
convened at Camp Grant, Richmond, charged with “ con- 
duct to the prejudice of good order and military disci- 
pline,” and “conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man.” The specifications to the first charge set forth that 
the accused did, while wearing the uniform of his rank, 
familiarly associate with an enlisted man of the U.S. 
Army, riding in a carriage with him through the streets 
of Richmond, Va., and drinking with him at a public bar. 
The specification to the second charge sets forth that the 
accused addressed a written communication to his com- 
manding officer, Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel Danie Hvus- 
ton, Jr., Major Eleventh U.S, Infantry, containing cer- 
tain untrue statements. The accused, having been found 
guilty of the above charges and specifications, was sen- 
tenced “to be dismissed the service.” General Court- 
martial Orders No. 7 contain the following remarks on 
the case: 

The proceedings, findings, and sentence of the Court in 
the foregoing case of Second Lieutenant Samvet Granam, 
Eleventh U. 8. Infantry, were approved by the proper 
commander, and the record fo: ed for the action of the 
Presipent of the United States, with a recommendation 
that the sentence be mitigated “to suspension from rank 


and pay proper for six months,” in view of the very excel- 


lent character given the accused by the officers of his regi- 


ment. Intoxication is degrading to an individual, and 
disqualifies an officer for that duty which he is under the 
most solemn obligation to render to his country, and when 
such degradation is exhibited by familiar association with 
enlisted men, it is not only evil in its example, but tends 
to destroy the respect, confidence, and subordination es- 
sential to the military service. It is fortunate for the 
accused that his previous excellent character would seem 
to offer reasonable hope of his immediate and entire amend- 
ment. In this hope, the sentence of Lieutenant Granam 
——— to allow him an opportunity to retrieve him- 


First Lieutenant Ratpa Maxwett, Eleventh U. S. In- 
fantry, was tried before a General Court-martial, which 
convened at Camp Grant, Richmond, charged with 
“drunkenness on duty” and “conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman,” and being found guilty, was sen- 
tenced “to be cashiered.” The record of the Court hav- 
ing been submitted to the Paesipent, he has approved the 
proceedings, but commuted the sentence to “ suspension 
from rank and pay for ninety days.”’ 

First Lieutenant Louis H. Fixz, Third U. S. Artillery, 
was tried before a General Court-martial, which convened 
in New York City, and being found guilty of “‘ drunken- 
ness on duty,” was sentenced, in conformity to the 45th 
Article of War, “ to be cashiered.” The Presipent has 
commuted this sentence to “suspension from rank and pay 
for ninety days.” 

Second Lieutenant Joun A. Scuwarrtz, Tenth U. S. 
Infantry, has been tried before a General Court-martial, 
which convened at Fort Snelling, Minnesota, charged with 
“ conduct to the prejudice of good order and military dis- 





| cipline,” “conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man,” and “ breach of arrest.” The specifications to the 
first charge state that the acoused did visit the quarters of 
an enlisted man, and did there play cards for money with 
said man and other enlisted men; and that he repeated 
this offence several times during the months of October 
and November, of which charge and specifications the 
accused was found guilty, but not guilty of the second and 
third charges and specifications to them. The Court sen- 
tenced the accused “to be dismissed the service of the 
United States.” The findings and sentence have been 
approved by the Presipent, and Lieutenant Scuwanrrz ac- 
cordingly ceases to be an officer in the service of the Uni- 
ted States. 


Tue Managers of the National Asylum for Volunteer 
Soldiers have issued the following circular : 


The Board of Managers of the National Asylum for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers give notice that they arenow 
prepared to receive beneficiaries into either branches near 
Augusta, Maine; Milwaukee, Wisconsin ; or at the Central 
Asylum, near Columbus, Ohio. Volunteer soldiers are ad- 
mitted upon application by letter to either of the mana- 
gers, whereupon blank’applications will be sent to the ap- 
plicant, and, if duly qualified, transportation will be fur- 
nished him. The requirments are : First, An Konorable dis- 
charge from the Volunteer service, Second, Disability by 
wounds received or sickness contracted in the line of duty. 
If the applicant is unable to travel, or for other sufficient 
cause, relief will be furnished under the direction of the 
manager to whom application is made. The overseers of 
all almshouses and charity hospitals having disabled soldiers 
subsisting upon private beneficence are respectfully urged 
to report such cases to either of the m as it is not 
fit that meritorious disabled soldiers of the nation should 
be supported by private or public charity. Soldiers are 
especially informed that the asylums are neither hospitals 
nor almshouses, but homes were subsistence, care, educa- 
tion, religious instruction, and employment are provided 
for disabled soldiers by the Congress of the United States, 
to be paid from the forfeitures and fines of deserters from 
the Army. The provision is not a charity. It isa contri- 
bution by the bounty-jumpers and bad soldiers to the brave 
and ing,Jand is their right. A soldier having a wife, 
child or parent dependent upon him is not required to 
give up his pension upon coming to the Asylum. Other 
soldiers are required to assign their pensions to the Asylum 
in special cases only, to be determined by the Board. 
Suitable compensation will be given for profitable labor in 
the Asylum. Good behavior will insure the kindest treat- 
ment. Wives and children will not be cared for at the 
Asylum, until after the soldier has shown, by his ability to 
aid himself,and them in part by his labor and steadiness, 
that taking his family in will not increase his ex- 
penses to the Asylum above the cost of other helpless bene- 
ticiaries, in which cases provision will hereafter be made.

Surceon-Generat Barnes has issued the following cir- 
cular : 


In view of the possible prevalence of cholera during the 
approaching Summer, the following instructions are pro- 
mulgated: Every endeavor will be made by{medical officers 
to prevent the introduction of cholera fromfjinfected com- 
mands, or its conveyance from point to point, by a “ quar- 
antine of observation” upon all detachments of recruits or 
troops arriving or departing from depots, posts, or recruit- 
ing stations at or near which this disease prevails. Prompt 
reports of its appearance in commands, either en route or 
in garrison, and isolation ofall cases, so far as practicable. 
In addition to the strictest hygienic police, enforcement of 
personal cleanliness and thorough disinfection, attention 
should be paid to the quality of the water used for drink- 
ing and cooking purposes. When pure rain-water cannot 
be procured in sufficient quantities, and the spring or river 
water contains organic impurities, it should be purified by 
distillation or the noxious matter precipitated by perman- 
ganate of potash ; from half a grain to one grain of the 
crystallized permanganate, or its equivalent in solutions, 
added to one gallon of water, should produce a decided 
pinkish hue, which disappears within 24 hours, if the salt 
has not been used in excess. The water should then be 
drawn off, and is ready for use. Turbid water, such as that 
of the Rio Grande, Lower Mississippi and its tribataries, 
should be filtered or allowed to settle before using. The 
deposit of impurities can be hastened by the addition of 
powdered alum in small quantities well diffused by stirring. 
It is always, but more especially in times of threatened 
danger of pestilence, the duty and privilege of medical offi- 
cers to submit the practical suggestions of experience and 
professional knowledge for the protection of the health of 
troops to their commanding officers, and the history of the 
epidemic of cholera in 1866 shows that only by combined 
and untiring vigilance, energetic action and rigid enforce- 
ment hygienic measures within the reach of every com- 
mander, can we hope to avoid, keep in check, or eradicate 
this disease. Beside the usual reports of sick and wounded, 
every medical officer in charge of cholera cases will forward 
to the Surgeon-General’s Office, at the close of each month, 
a list of cholera patients, in the following form. [Here 
follows the form.] Successful methods of treatment and 
the results of autopsies will also be communicated. The 
senior medical officer at every post at which cholera ap- 
pears will make a special report tothe Surgeon-General, 
setting forth any facts he may be able to ascerwin as to 
the introduction of the disease, and especially those bear- 
ing upon its importation from infected peints by recruits 
or others, or its apparently spontaneous origin at the post.

The Board has read with scrupulous attention the several 
teports and opinions on the subject of League Island and 
ite suitableness for naval purposes, proceeding from com- 
missions of inquiry or from other official authorities; it 
has given a respectful and careful deliberation to the most 

minent of the controversial pamphlets written on this 
subject; it has made a complete study of the original maps 
snd plans of League Isiand and the adjacent property, 
smong Which are included the early original United States 
topographical sheets of the United States Coast Survey ; it 
has investigated the hydrographical features of the sur- 
rounding channels and basins; it has entered into a 
thorough personal examiriation of League Island, 
of the opposite shore of the Back Channel, and of 
¢xe channels themselves at different periods of the tide; it 
has bestowed its careful consideration upon the relation of 
a'l the various points and details involved, to the present 
and future wants and purposes of the Navy of the United 
States, and especially their relation to the supplies of mate- 
rial, labor, and the sources of manufacturing power; and 
feeling assured that these deliberations, examinations, and 
studies, added!to'the knowledge and experience already pos- 
sessed by its members, qualify it to form an opinion on the 
sabjoct of League Island, in respect to ite geological and to- 
pographical conditions, in respect to defence, in respect to 
the practical business and wants of navy-yards, docks, and 
dock-yards, for vessels of wood and iron, and in respect 
io its adaptation for all naval purposes whatever, this 
Board does not hesitate to recommend, with entire unanim- 
ity, that League Island, the adjacent marshes, and Back 
Channel, together with somuch of the opposite shore of the 
Back Channel from League Island shore as is hereafter 
described, be accepted from the City of Philadelphia, and be 
held for naval purposes by the Government of the United 
States. 

So much of the opposite shore of the Back Channel as, 
in the opinion of the Board, is ample to enable the Govern- 
ment to have the sole and exclusive use of said Back Chan- 
nel, and both shores thereof, is shown by the polygon in 
red ink on the plan accompanying this report, and is de- 
scribed in words as follows : 

From a point on the west side of Broad street, three 
hundred feet north of its intersection with the dike, the 
northern boundary runs éast to the west side of Eighth ; 
south two hundred and seventy feet; thence east to the 
west side of Third street ; along the west side of Third 
street south four hundred and twenty feet; thence east 
one thousand nine hundred and eighty feet; thence 
south to the low water-line of the Delaware River, 
waintaining at Eighth and Third streets the same 
distance from the Island as at Broad street, but conform- 
ing to the rectangular plan of the city, and including the 
northern entrance tothe Back Channel. Again, from Broad 
street westwardly, preserving the same average distance 
fom the dike, the line runs from the pointon Broad street 
south eighty degrees west one thousand seven hundred and 
ten feet; thence south sixty-six degrees west three thou- 
sand three hundred and sixty feet; thence south forty- 
- degrees west to the low-water line of the Schuylkill 

ver, 

The area included between the polygon thus described 
and the low-water line on the north side of the Back Chan- 
tel is approximately two hundred and thirty-nine acres ; 
of which seventy-nine acres are improved land, inside of a 
dike, and the remainder plats uncovered at low water.

SWINTON’S NEW WAR-BOOK. 
In his new historical work, entitled the ‘Twelve De- 
eisive Battles of the War,” Mr. Swinton gives elaborate 
portraitures of many Union Generals. We have made 
some extracts of this sort from advance sheets of the book, 
which will itself be published to-day : 
MAJOR-GENERAL GEORGE H. THOMAS. 


The figure of Thomas looms up in many respects with- 
out a superior, in most respects without a rival even, among 
the Union Generals created by the war. 

When the Rebellion opened Major Thomas was a soldier 
of twenty years’ experience, during which he had not only 
not turned aside to the attractions of civil life, but had ac- 
cepted only two furloughs. It was during his latter leave 
of absence that the Insurrection broke out, and Thomas 
received the colonelcy of his regiment, now styled the Fifth 
Cavalry. 

From this time the fame of General Thomas becomes 
national. His complete and admirable victory at Mill 
Spring was the first triumph of magnitude for the North 
since the disaster at Bull Run, and brought back a needed 
prestige to the Union arms. As commander of the Four- 
teenth Army Corps, under Rosecrans, he was conspicuous 
in the marching and fighting which preceded Murfrees- 
boro’, and all-glorious in that decisive battle. Him Rose- 
crans then portrayed as “true and prudent, distinguished 
in council and celebrated on many battle-fields for his 
courage.’ It was he who alone and unaided saved the 
army of the Cumberland at Chickamauga, when the exam- 
ple of all around him might have excused him for flying 
from a lost field. And again, accordingly, the enthusiastic 
tribute of praise comes up in the report of Roseérans: 
‘*To Major-General Thomas, the true soldier, the prudent 
and undaunted commander, the modest and incorruptible 
patriot, the thanks and gratitude of the country are due 
for his conduct at the battle of Chickamauga.” It was 
Thomas, whose troops “forming on the plain below with 
the precision of parade,” made the wonderful charge on 
Missionary Ridge, which threw Bragg back into Georgia. 
It was he who, in the grand Atlanta campaign, command- 
ed under Sherman more than three-fifths of that army, 
and who delivered the opening battle at Buzzard’s Roost 
It was Thomas, in 
fine, who set the seal of success on the Georgia campaign, 
300 miles away at Nashville. 

Imposing in stature, massive in thew and limb, the face 
and figure of General Thomas consort well with the im- 
pression made by his character—the firm mouta, the square 
jaw, the steady blue eye, the grave expression habitual on 
the impassive countenance, being indexes to well-known 
traits. The war showed that his gifts, like his qualities, 
were in the main of that more solid and substantial sort 
which gain less immediate applause than what is specious 
and glittering, but which lead on to enduring fame. Yet 
there was noticeable in him a rare and felicitous union of 
qualities which do not often appear with full vigor in the 
same organization. Cautious in undertaking, yet, once 
resolved, he was bold in execution; deliberate in forming 
his plan, and patiently waiting for events to mature, yet 
when, the fixed hour struck, he leaped into great activity. 
Discretion in him was obviously spurred on by earnestness, 
and earnestness tempered by discretion. Prudent by na- 
ture, not boastful, reticent, he was not the less free from the 
weakness of will and tameness of spirit which are as fatal 
to success as rashness. He was, in short, one of those 
‘‘ whose blood and judgment are so well co-mingled that 
they are not a pipe for Fortune's finger to sound what stop 
she please.” 

Of his complete mastery of his profession in all its de- 
tails, of his consummate skill as a general, the best monu- 
ment is, the story of his battles; tor he never lost a cam- 
paign, or a field; hoe never met his enemy without giving 
him cause to grieve for the rencontre; and he culled 
laurels from fields on which brother officers were covered 


honor by the locks, as at Chickamauga. As he did not 
himself fail, so he did not suffer himself to be ruined by 
incompetency in superiors, much less in subordinates, for 
he was accustomed to consider beforehand such possibilities, 
and to guard against them. His successes were won by 
art, not tossed to him by fortune, and whenever victory 
came to him he was conscious of having earned it. Such 
successes indicate temperaments at once solid and acute, 
and in which wisdom and valor concur—Nestor of the 
council, and Hector of the field. 

He was a soldier who conned his maps before he marched 
his army, who planned his campaign before he fought it, 
who would not hurry, who would not learn by thoughtless 
experiments what study could teach, who believed in the 
duty of a general to organize victory at each step. He 
was a lover of system, and was nothing if not systematic. 
He approved what was regular, and required proof of what 
was irregular; had that fondness for routine which does 
not ill become an old army officer; and even in exigences 
desired everything to proceed duly and in order. He was 
not a slave to method, but naturally distrusted what was 
unmethodical ; and that he invariably won battles by vir- 
tue of time-honored principles, and in accordance with the 
rules of the art of war, was, beside its value to the country, 
a truth invaluable to military science in the land, whose 
teachings had been somewhat unjustly cast into contempt 
by the conduct of other successful soldiers. 

His Nashville campaign gave more than one instance of 
the trait just noted. Superiors were vexed at his constant 
retreat from the Tennessee, at his flight behind the para- 
pets of Nashville, at his delay to attack the investing force; 
but neither this vexation nor the danger of removal which 
threatened him could avail with. Thomas,’ for that soldier 
would not be badgered into premature battle. Soon after, 
the wisdom of Thomas in delaying attack in order to mount 
his cavalry, approved itself, for never before in the war 
had grand victory been so energetically followed by pur- 
suit. In the battle itself, too, spectators fancied that he 
was pausing too long before engaging his right flank, but 
he held that wing poised as it were in the air, till the fit 
moment, when he swung it like a mighty sledge upon the

The best justification of his system was its success, for 
if discreet he was safe; if slow, eure. One of his carlier 
friendly nicknames was “ Old Slow Trot,” and another, 
“Old Reliable,” while later sometimes called him 
“ Old Pap Safety.” He provided for dilemmas and obsta- 
cles, he suffered no ises, made no disastrous " 
ments at the sacrifice of position, of prestige, or of the 
lives of his troops; and indeed he was wont to make his 
enemy pay dearly for the privilege of defeat, and usually 
lost fewer troops in action than his adv , whether 
pursuing the offensive or the defensive, Thus, if the « 
cesses of his thought were slow of evolution, they at at 
attained to their goal. 

His natural impulse would seem to be to stand inebran- 
lable on the defensive, and having taken manfully his 
enemy’s blows till the assailant was exhausted, then to turn 
upon him in furious aggression; so it was with his first na- 
tional victory of Mill Spring, and so with his latest at 
Nashville, while his fight at bay at Chickamauga is im- 
mortal. A fine analyzer of character might perhaps 
trace a sympathy between this military method on the one 
hand, and the well-known personal traits of the soldier on 
the other—his modesty, his unassuming, unprotending 
spirit, his absence of self-assertion and habit of remaining 
in the background; and therewith his vigor when roused, 
and his bold championship of any cause entrusted to him. 
At all events, the fame of his persistency, of his firmness, 
almost amounting to obstinacy, of the unyielding grip 
with which he held his antagoni world-wide. 
When Grant hurried to thetrelief of beleaguered Chatta- 
nooga, there to supplant Rosecrans, he te phed to 
Thomas, then in command: “ Hold on to Chattanooga at 
all hazards ;” to which m came the sententious re- 
sponse—“ Havelno fear. Will’hold the town till we starve.” 
When steadfast he stood in Frick’s Gap, on the field of 
Chickamauga, after the columns on both his flanks had 
given way, the torrent of Bragg’s onset, the hail of the fire 
that swept the Union ranks, moved him not a jot from his 
firm base, and the billow that swamped the rest of the field 
recoiled from him. ‘ The rain descended, and the floods 
came, and beat upon that house ; and it fellnot; for it was 
founded upon a rock.” ‘Thereafter, the soldiers of his 
Army of the Cumberland were wont to call him “ The 
Rock of Chickamauga.” 

Grave and wise at the council board, yet it is on the woll- 
contested field that Thomas shines most conspicuous. In 
the ordinary tide of battle he is emphatically the Im- 
perturbable—calm, poised, entirely cool, self-possessed, one 
on whom the shifting fortunes of the day have only a sub- 
dued effect, and whose equanimity even success cannot 
dangerously disturb. But he is greatest in extremity, that 
‘* trier of spirits.” In the supreme moment of exigency 
which demands a great soul to grap it, such an one as came 
to o’ertasked Hooker at Chancellorsville, Thomas shines 
out pre-eminent, and asserts his superiority. Phlegmatic 
at most hours, the desperate crises of battle are alone suffi- 
cient to stir his temperament into fullest aetion, and then 
his quiet, steady eyes flame a little with battle-fire. 

He had the great quality of inspiring in his troops per- 
fect confidence and great devotion. Indeed, his soldierly 
skill was well set off by the air and manner of a soldier— 
unaffected, manly, far from the pettiness bred by long 
pampering in the drawing-room, but with a simplicity, 
robustness, and hardiness of character, like that of hisown 
physique, the inheritance of thirty years in field and gar- 
rison. Dignified and decorous, his brother officers found 
him free from show and pretence,jfrank, open, and magnare 
imous; while to his troops he was kindly and amiable. 
He excited no envy or jealousy in his rivals, who found 
him straightforward and conscientious ; and his men had 
cause to know that he was observant of merit andrewarded 
it. His reputation was without reproach, his controlled 
temper superior to the vicissitudes of camp and battle, and 
joined to them was a courage which set life at a pin’s fee. 
A Virginian, and of such social ties as might well have made 
him “a Pharisee of the Pharisees,” he had proved at the out- 
set the quality of the allegiance he bore tothe Republic, by 
casting in his lot with the Union arms. His loyalty was 
disinterested, and the result of conviction, not of political 
aspiration. ‘ teen 

The progress of the war, too, gave him, as it did so many 
officers, a chance to show the quantity and stability of his 
patriotism. Even when the country resounded with the 
glories of Chickamauga and Missionary Ridge, Sherman, 
his junior in experience, in length of service, and in years, 
and his equal only in rank, was appointed over him to the 
command vacated by General Grant. Without murmur, 
perhaps without thought of injury, Thomas took his place 
under Sherman with the cheerful obedience of a true sol- 
dier. On the eve of Nashville, he was to have been relieved 
of command, but desired, for the sake of the country, that 
he might execute a long-formed plan, after which he would 
be at such disposal as might seem fit. : 

Such was General Thomas, the completely rounded, skil- 
ful, judicious, modest soldier — a mam compact of genuine 
stuff, a trustworthy man — 

Rich in saving common sense, 
And as the greatest only are, 
In his simplicity sublime. 
GENERAL BUELL. ; 

The invasion itself created profound alarm—a sentiment 
which, by one of those rapid transitions that come over 
masses of men in time of war, changed into deep disgust 
and humiliation when it was seen that the enemy “ 6s- 
caped” with impunity. This feeling found official expres- 
sion in the removal of General Buell from the command of 
the Army. Judging this act in the catholic spirit that 
should be brought to theinterpretation of the war, we may — 
not be disposed to censure the Administration for a mea- 
sure that undoubtedly was prompted by a well-meaning 
motive; but it is at the same time incumbent on us to 
render equal justice to one who has beon the object of most 
unmerited obloquy. 2 ry 

Buell, like McClellan, was unfortunate in attaining a 
great command at a time when the country’s ence of 
war made it certain that many victims must f But he 

was an eminent soldier, of a grave, high order of mind, 


distinguished for the breadth of his mili views, the 
unio of his combinations, and the vigor, but not bril- 


liancy, of his execution. His theory was to fight only fcx 
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important objects, to manoeuvre so as to gain stra io 
advantages, and to make success as certain as ble. He 
would do nothing for popular effect, and had not that plia- 
bility and those Stetkabem so useful for a commander in 
the early stages of a popular war, and that often enable 
mediocre men who this talent to attain success. He 
was a good disciplinarian, and the Army was never at any 
subsequent period in such condition of efficiency as it was 
under his command. Also, it must be remarked, that he 
never lost the confidence of his Army, which always cher- 
ished unbounded respect tor his ability. 

GENERAL ROSECRANS. 


As General Rosecrans was deposed from command soon 
after the close of this campaign, I cannot terminate this 
sketch without a brief analysis of his capabilities as & com- 
mander. While I shall have no difficulty in avoiding those 
cruel slanders that have been heaped upon this officer, it 
may not be so easy for me, who, daring two months at 
Murfreesboro’, enjoyed an intimate converse with that 
brilliant and highly cultivated mind, and afterward ac- 
companied him on the triumphal campaign to Chattanooga, 
to escape some prepossessions in his favor. ; Nevertheless, I 
shall endeavor to judge him with that impartiality and 
candor which it is my habit to bring to the estimate of mili- 
tary men. 

Rosecrans’ connection with the Army of the Cumber- 
land, as its chiof, lasted just a year. His great field en- 
gagements during that period were two—Murfreesboro 
and Chickamauga; the one fought two months after he 
took command, and the other in fhe eleventh month of his 
commandership—the one being offensive, a drawn battle 
tactically, and a victory in its result; the other defensive, 
and technically a defeat, though under circumstances that 
did not allow it to balka great strategic success previously 
won. But “ pitched battles are the last resort of a good 
general,” and if Rosecrans had few battles, he had many 
triumphs, and a sure title to fame in that great series ot 
operations by which he foro2d the powerful army of the 
Confederates to abandon the whole State of Tennessee, and 
by which hefadvanced the Union standard from the Cum- 
berland to the Tennessee River, planting it upon the rocky 
bulwark of Chattanooga. This campaign bears an analogy 
to that of Sherman from Chattanooga to Atlanta—the dis- 
tance traversed being tho same, and the result in each case 
being largely due to a system of well-combined mancouvres. 
But the means at the disporal of Rosecrans were 
greatly inferior to those of Sherman, and it must be borne 
in mind that as Rosecrans’ march was prior to Sherman’s, 
the difficulty was enhanced by the —y of the operation. 
Indeed, Rosecrans’ campaign from Murfreesboro’ to Chat- 
tanooga furnishes the type of those great movements over 
large spaces that were made with such success at a later 
period of the war. 

This fact will, perhaps, enable us to fix upon tke salient 
quality of Rosecrans’ military talent. It is as a strategist 
that he chiefly distinguished himeelf; for in the fashion of 
his mind there were some peculiarities that would often 
mar his success, He was, for example, always too weak to 
dismiss from command a number of very incompetent 
subordinates. In the conduct of battle, though extremely 
brilliant, he lacked calm, and was capable of measures that 
were egregiously bad. Of this his conduct at Chickamauga 
will afford an illustration, and it will at the same time give 
me an opportunity of explaining an act which at the time 
was by somo cruelly attributed to a want of courage—a 
quality which might as well be denied Julius Casar as 


When at Chickamauga the enemy pierced the right 
wing, Rosecrans and staff were forced back in the rout, and 
by the intervention of the Confederates separated from the 
centre and left ofthe Army. In order to reach the centre 
and left, Rosecrans had to climb Mission Ridge, and make a 
detour of seven or eight miles. When he had gotten as far 
as Rossville, the point at which he might either turn south- 
ward and make toward the centre and left, or northward, 
and make to Chattanooga, word was brought him that 
Negley’s division was routed. Now Negley held the ex- 
treme left. Unfortunately, there was at the same timo a 
lull along the whole battle-front ; so that to Rosecrans’ ap- 
prehension, every circumstance corspired to raise the con- 
viction thatthe whole Army had been routel, and that tle 
best thing he could do was to return to Vhattanooga, re- 
organize its shattered masses, and prepare for a defonsive 
battle. He did so, and on reaching Chattanooga tele 

phed to Washington his belief that the Army had been 
Sosten and routed. 

Now, the question as to how we are to judge this con- 

duct, is so intimately connected with the peculiarities of 

rans’ mind, that it may be said to turn on a point of 
metaphysics. Rosecrans is a man, who, in his mental 
powers, is incapable of staying at those half-way houses of 
impression and belief, in which men ordinarily rest when 
they have not the means of judging with certainty. He 
is by constitution an absolutist in thought. He knows 
only convictions, and when he has made up his mind to a 
conclusion, he cannot he moved from it. Hence, he is 
either tremendously right, or tremendously wrong. Un- 
happily, it was the latter at Chickamauga. If he had been 
correct in his theory as to the fortune of the day, he did 
the best thing that could possiby be done in returning to 
Chattanooga. lie was not right in his theory, and his ac- 
tion in accordance with that theory was a great error. 

But, whatever deduction may be made in consideration of 
such things from Roseerans’ title to complete commander- 
ship, no candid mind who shall review the course of the 
war can forget that it was he who, in the “ Winter of our 
discontent,” brought an outburst of Summer hope in the 
triumph of Murfreesboro’, and who, by a giant leap, 
clutched the crown of victory in the mountain fastness of 
Chattanooga.

FORT HARKER, KANSAS. 

We make the following extracts form a letter written to 
the Boston Transcript, dated Fort Harker, Kansas, April 5th: 

There are as yet no signs of Spring. March 13th our 
thermometer showed five degrees below zero at noon, and 
to-night as the north wind started anew on its wild journey 
and two of the neighboring tents blew down, we wondered 
if old Robert Thomas wasn’t turning in his grave at such 
an upsetting of almanac predictions. The wind knows no 
rest; it rushes by with its hot breath in Summer, blasting 
and drying up all the garden vegetables. ‘he dryness of 
the air is something wonderful. Meat never spoils. We 
tasted a beefsteak a month old, which was a little dry to 
be sure, but as sweet as ever. 

We witnessed in February a curious specimen of mirage. 
One afternoon, as if to atone for non-appearance on preced- 
ing days, three distinct suns became visible in the heavens, 
and the same night the moon showed triple. 

The great Indian expedition is at last on the war path. 
We quiet dwellers in mud huts and wall-tents were startled, 
April Ist, to see the soldierly form of Hancock enter the 
garrison, followed by Generals Smith, Davidson, Custer 
and Mitchell. Five generals and thirteen hundred troops 
pouring in roused us trom our squalor to something like 
excitement. They camped beside the Smoky River two 
days, and then departed for Fort Larned. ‘The long, fair 
hair of Custer streaming in the wind, seemed most tempt- 
ing to the scalp-loving population. ‘The expedition com- 
prised six companies of the Seventh Cavalry, seven of the 
‘Thirty-seventh Infantry, a battery of the Fourth Artillery, 
anda pontoontrain. ‘“ Wild Bill,” whose incredible adven- 
tures you have all seen in Harper's Magazine for February, 
was with the party as courier, and a few Delaware Indians 
with their war paint on added to the interest of the pro- 
cession. They hate their wilder brethien as only their 
revengeful race can hate, and their services will be corre- 
spondingly valuable to General Hancock. In justice to he- 
roic ‘* Wild Bill,” we would state that he emphatically 
denies two of those Munchausen tales related of him, viz. : 








the horse story and killing twelve men. He once killed 
three ranchmen who attacked his house, but he had the 
door between him and them. 

The greatest attraction in the whole procession to us was 
a Cheyenne boy six years of age, who is being carried back 
to his tribe. During the war a Colonel Chivington of Col- 
orado fell upon a camp of Cheyennes, and murdered men, 
women and children, except two infants concealed and 
saved Ly some privates in the command. This boy is the sole 
survivor of the Chivington massacre. The other child died. 
The young savage has lived four years in the States, and is 
a fair specimen of the little effect civilization will ever have 
on his insolent race. He is to be given to his Cheyenne 
uncle, and we started a step or two back when he drew a 
jackknife of formidable dimensions and announced if he 
didn’t like said uncle he could kill him! He possesses a 
most violent and ungovernable temper, and his brow lowers 
with rage at being in the least displeased. His dignity 
would do credit to a leading statesman, and he resents a 
childish question with a face Dr. Johnsun might have worn 
when Boswell asked him what he should do if he were 
locked up in a tower with a baby. He speaks only Eng- 
lish, and seems fully to realize where he is going. 

What is to be done by the expedition only the powers 
that be know. Perhaps following the example of the 
“ King of France, with twenty thousand men,’ may be 
sufficient to awe the red man into decency; but General 
Hancock, followed by some of the men who fought under 
his banner on the Potomac, will not stop short of putting 
an end to all future trouble, at whatever personal risk. 
General Sherman has reeommended that the Sioux be 
slaughtered without mercy, but such extreme measures 
may not be necessary with these southern tribes. 

We are reduced to two companies of infantry here; one 
of these will be relieved next week by the 38th “Bru- 
nettes,” as the U. S. C. I. are considerately termed. The 
expedition deprived us of our Post Commander, General 
Gibbs, whose genial presence is enough to make endurable 
a “lodge in a vast wilderness.” He is one of the few left of 
the old Army, and a model soldier and gentleman for the 
younger officers of the new. 

The many deserters from the Seventh Cavalry during the 
Winter are no doubt chuckling in their hiding places over 
their escape from Indian fighting, and rejoicing that they 
left stealthily the land where hair has an upward tendency. 
As six months’ imprisonment is the heaviest punishment 
which can be inflicted on a deserter, if he is caught, a man 
doesn’t risk much in leaving Uncle Samuel’s protection. 
Most hard cases would prefer six months in prison to a year 
in the service. 

In July sutlers are abolished, and those officers who 
happen to be on duty in the Commissary Department will 
be objects of pity, as the Government proposes to keep for 
sale to troops nearly all sutler’s goods. As an officer ex- 
pressed it, “If L am appointed Commissary after July 
lst I shall resign ; if I must keep a grocery store I prefer 
to do it in civil life, where it is rather more lucrative than 
on lieutenant’s pay in the Army.” Still, if the plan can be 
carried out successfully, troops can be supplied with all 
necessaries at the outposts much cheaper than sutlers can 
afford to sell. We are wicked enough to eat snow-birds 
by the hundred in garrison, and Henry Bergh will doubt- 
less be addressing us on the subject of humanity, in which 
case we engage Barnum to reply. The greatest number 
“bagged” was a hundred and thirty-seven in threo shots. 


AN INCIDENT OF THE SIEGE OF WASHINGTON. 


Ir isa well know fact that during the entire war our de- 
partments at Washington were fu!l of employees who used 
their official positions to procure information for the Rebele. 
Every effort was made to ferret out these spies ; but still 
many remained. During the three days in 1864, when 
Early cut off Washington from all communication with the 
North, I was in command of part of the picket line to the 
left of Fort Stevens. We were pretty far advanced, and had 
been exchanging shots with the enemy all day, till late in 
the afternoon we had come to within fifty yards of each 
other. One of my men, a tall, spare specimen from Indiana, 
had been manceuvring for a shot for some time, when I 
saw him finally take good aim and fire; turning around 
and seeing me watching him, he drawled out, “Captain, I 
brought him that time ; can I fetch him in?” Nodding as- 
sent, with a caution to be careful, I saw him disappear. 
After a few minutes he came crawling in with a wounded 
man in his arms, who had been shot through tho 
chest, and was then dying. I questioned him, and he told 
me that he had been a clerk in one of the Departments in 
Washington since 1862—his father was even: then doing 
business on Pennsylvania Avenue, and had quarrelled with 
the son on account of his disloyalty. The boy (he was 
buat twenty), had joined the Rebels but the day before, and 
had at his own request been put on picket, and this was 
his first and last engagement. ‘That night he died, deeply 
regretting his treason. His father shortly afterward came 
out in his carriage and took the body home.

BOARD OF NAVY SURVEYORS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Srm :—Your correspondent “ Navy” (Jounnat of April 
13th) has given us a very in ing piece of information 
in his citation of the case of the Richmond, and the course 
pursued by the Department to prevent the utter ruin of 
that fine roller. : 

In ordering the Board of Naval Experts to examine into 
the unauthorized alterations on board the Richmond, the 
Hon. Secretary of the Navy only anticipated, and with his 
accustomed sagacity put into practical operation, the law 
to establish the Board of Naval Surveyors; and it is, no 
doubt, this very necessity, often felt, of having experienced 
and r ible advisers that has led to the introduction of 
Mr. Grimes’ resolution to call such a Board into legal and 
permanent existence. 

As the head of the Navy Department is always called 
from political life, he cannot know anything of the internal 
organization of the Navy, of its practical details, or the 
most efficient manner of administering its affairs, and it is 
expected that he will call to his aid in all matters purely 
naval the best advice and assistance available ; but for his 
own sake and safety such advice needs to be duly author- 
ized and its responsibility secured by legislative enactment, 
and that is precisely what the resolution introduced by Mr. 
Grimes pro’ todo. Stripped ot verbiage, the proposi- 
tion redu to its simplest terms means, in the choice 
vernacular of the day, that the naval machine shall be run 
by naval men. 

The soundness of this principle was recognized so long 
ago as 1815, when the act was passed establishing the 
Board of Navy Commissioners. 

That Board was composed of three post captains, and 
discharged all the ministerial duties of the Department 
relative to the “‘ procurement of naval stores and materials, 
and the construction, armament, equipment, and employ- 
ment of vessels of war, as well as other matters connected 
with the naval establishment of the United States.” They 
were also to prepare regulations for securing uniformity in 
the several classes of vessels and their equipments, for re- 
pairing and refitting them, and securing responsibility in 
subordinate officers and agents. They were also to furnish 
estimates, etc., but the law very properly provided that 
nothing in the act should be construed to take from the 
Secretary his control and direction of the naval forces. In 
short, their duties were those which are now discharged 
by the Assistant Secrotary and six of the eight existing 
bureaus. 

Under the Board thus constituted the Navy flourished. 
In spite of the abuse heaped upon it—in spite of the sophis- 
tical arguments and perverted testimony to the contrary— 
we say, and we submit the question to the impartial judg- 
ment of the Navy, the old Board of Navy Commissioners 
was a success, and under its administration the Navy did 
well. ‘They built ships of war in those days! 

The Board continued in active operation for twenty- 
seven years, when it broke down, not from incompetency, 
or inefficiency, or maladministration of any kind, but 
through incapacity to perform impossibilities, its duties, as 
the growing wants of the Navy pressed upon it, becoming 
too multifarious and burdensome for so small a body, and 
a change was demanded. The obvious remedy was to re- 
lieve the Board of some of its duties, and provide assistants 
to preside over the different branches of the service ; but 
instead of doing this, the fatal error was committed of 
abolishing the Board altogether, while establishing the 
bureaus. That is, the head was chopped off, and limbs of 
very limited power and responsibility were substituted—as 
if they could in any degree supply the place of the defunct 
— the brain of the whole body. 

the section (the first) abolishing the Navy Board 
been omitted from the act to re-organize the Navy Depart- 
ment, approved August 31, 1842, and the bureaus called 
into existence as auxiliaries of the Board, all would have 
been well, and we should have had to-day a Navy of which 
the country might have been proud ; and it is only necessary 
now to repeal that section (amending the act of ’15 to con- 
form to the present grades of rank), to place the Depart- 
ment on a proper basis. This, too, would at once relieve 
= despondency and hopelessness which now pervade the 

avy. 

We have yet to hear but the one single complaint 
against the bureau system as now constituted—lack of 
accountability and its tangential tendency. Each bureau 
has its own specified duties, which are discharged, we be- 
lieve, with efficiency and integrity; but each and all are 
merely integral parts of a whole, and it needs the capstone 
to make the structure complete. Each chief of bureau 
works in a measure independently and for his own special 
department, and he naturally gets to consider his own the 
most important branch of all, and to which all others 
should give way. Thus we may have a ship all guns, or 
all engines, or totally unsuited to carry either, as the dif- 
ferent chiefs may get the whiphand. Now, where is the 
centripetal power to keep these bodies to their own proper 
orbits, render their motions harmonious, and guide them 
as a unit on one established course? Wers the questions 
all of a political -or purely financial nature, the Secretary 
himself would constitute that controlling power; but as 
they are for the most part strictly professional, that power 
must of necessity be professional. Now, where isit? It 
does not exist! The office is vacant, and we do most ear- 
= advocate the filling of that office, the supplying of 
that lest power, by installing a naval officer as an assistant 
to the Secretary, or by the establishment of a Board of 
Navy Surveyors, or, perhaps better still, by both. 

It may be seen from the foregoing how unjust it is to 
the old Cumaied ioners, and what a false argument it is, to 
say we retrograde in reviving that Board. On the con- 
trary, we would correct, under most auspicious circum- 
stances, an ious error of the past, by restoring the 
Board to its functions—fanctions which have never been 
performed since its dissolution.

the sanction of the Senate, it seems scarcely possible that 
any set of officers could get control of the Navy who would 
be raticial to its reputation or inimical to its interests. 

or is it uncommon, in discussing this question, to hold 
up the English Board of Admiralty asa sad warning against 
the employment of Boards of naval administration ; but 
there are two thi to be considered in this connection : 
that the “Commissioners for executing the office of Lord 
High Admiral of the United Kingdom” have somehow 
managed to keep up to the highest point of efficiency and 
discipline a remarkably fine navy; and secondly, the ab- 
sence of any such Board has, with us, had precisely the op- 
posite effect. 

The principle enunciated at the start, that “ the machine 
should be run by the profession,” is founded on sound 
practical sense, and of all persons interested in carrying it 
out, the Hon. Secretary himself seems to us the most so. 
For while it detracts in no way from his influence or 
power as head of the Department, it relieves him of much 
labor and gives him competent and responsible advisers, 
whose best energies he can always command on matters 
which must necessarily be referred to experts. The prac- 
tical application of this principle would also give a feeling 
of confidence and security to the Navy it has long been a 
stranger to. 

In view of the foregoing, we honestly applaud the Secre- 
tary for his course in regard to the Richmond, hoping he 
will carry out the same idea to its legitimate conclusion, 
and recommend to Congress the establishment of a per- 
manent Board, not to meet such cases but to prevent them. 
And from the moment of the approval of such a law the 
downward tendency of the Navy will cease, and its course 
thereafter will be upward and onward.

BOWIE-KNIFE. 

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 

Str :—In these days of improvement in every branch of 
military art and science, including needle-guns and spring- 
sabre bayonets, I have often wondered that the old Ar- 
kansas bowie-knife has not been brought more generally 
into notice by our many military boards. 

Perhaps there is not one among those into whose hands 
these pages may reasonably be expected to fall who has no‘ 
seen a bowie-knife; yet, as the opinion of —— even in 
the most dangerous localities, appears to be rapidly setting 
against its open exposure and sale in the market, I may be 
permitted to give your readers a hasty sketch of a weapon 
which will enter largely into the story of the manners of 
our country, and be hereafter spoken of as the anomalous 
product of an unsettled age, whose introduction into the 
West set the laws at defiance, and retarded the progress of 
good order and refinement a quarter of a century. 

The blade measures twelve inches in length, fashioned of 
excellent material, the true Damascus was never better. 
Its edge is keen, smooth, and so perfect a baroer might use 
it in his trade. The point is curved and hollowed at the 
back, cutting both ways like a two-edged sword. It is 
two inches broad at the heel, and of proportional thickness. 
Its weight alone is sufficient to give effect to a descending 
blow; and a child, thus armed, might well intimidate a 
man of strength and courage. It has certainly been used 
to good effect by two, at least, of the writer’s acquaintances 
during the late Rebellion, viz: Joseph Griffith, of Iowa, 
and Wm. C. Fitzsimmons, of Michigan, now rating de- 
servedly high as cadets in their respective classes in the 
United States Military Academy. The first captured, un- 
aided, thirteen Rebels at Vicksburg, being armed solely 
with this dangerous weapon. The second captured a Rebel 
Major and five men near Atlanta, backing his urgent re- 
quest for their surrender with a significant show of this 
little “ Arkansaw tooth-pick.” 

The Roman short-sword conquered the world. The 
Turkish cimeter at one time threatened the liberties of 
Europe and the destruction of Christianity. The bowie- 
knife combines the superior qualities of both its predeces- 
sors; the downward blow and home thrust lopping a limb 
or piercing the stoutest armor, and the light sabre-stroke 
halving a silken cushion, or severing a head with ease and 
rapidity which leaves the hapless Joser unconscious of his 
loss, and which even a Lorentz might sigh to envy.fAm:

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FOREIGN MILITARY AND NAVAL ITEMS. 

Tue new iron-clad ships of the British navy to be built 
this year are to be of the second class, as the service is 
found to be most deficient in this class. According to the 
plans of the Department, the vessels, of which there will be 
two, will be of 3,774 tons burden and 800 horse-power, 
draft 21 feet 6 inches forward, and 22 feet 6 inches aft; 
speed 13% knots per hour, complement of men 450. The 
sides to be protected by armor plates 8 inches in thick- 
ness in the middle, diminishing to 6 inches at the bow 
and stern. The inner skin will be 1 1-4 inches 
thick. The port sills will be 17 feet, and the muzzles 
of the guns 19 to 20 feet above water. The armament 
proposed is six broadside twelve-ton guns on the main 
deck, and six eight-pounders at the bow and stern. 
The peculiarity of the ships is, that they are to have a sore 
of “‘semi-turret”’ (like’the Keokuk ?) on the upper deck, 
each side. Inside this two twelve-ton guns will be placed, 
which are to be fired through four ports, one forward, one 
aft, aud two nearly broadside. “In that way a great 
range can be had without the disadvantage of most turret 
ships—lying so low in the water.” The weight of the 
ships is 2,740 tons, and of the armor 850 tons. The Ad- 
miralty also proposes to build ten gunboats on the same 
principle. It has also the intention of building “another 
of those ships of the Monitor type,” chiefly for home ser- 
vice. This probably means that the Royal Sovereign is to 
be duplicated. 

Tux question of steel armor has just had an important 
trial fat Shoeburyness. A plate {7 inches thick, 12 feet 
long, and four feet wide, weighing 5 tons 7 cwt., was made 
hy the Messrs. Cammett, of alternate layers of steel and 
wrought iron. A sixty-eight-pounder was planted at a 
distance of thirty-five feet and six shots were fired. Num- 
ber 1 did about as much as if it had been an ordinary iron 
plate. Number 2 struck close by and made a crack around 
the first indent. Number 3 struck immediately under 2, and 
made two cracks; indent 2.6 inches. Number 4 about the 
same. Number 5 struck in the centre of the four indents, 
sank 4,3 inches deep in the plate, and enlarged the cracks. 
The sixth and last shot not only repeated these effects more 
strongly, but knocked off a la:ge piece which"formed the 
corner of the plate. The back of the plate seemed to be 
detached and to be supported only by the wood backing, 
which was 42 inches thick. The charge of powder used 
was 13 pounds. The 7-inch rifle was laid on at an angle 
of 79 degrees to the target. Chilled cast-iron shot 115 
pounds; powder 14 pounds; striking velocity 1,220 feet 
per second ; work at striking 54.8 foot-tons per inch of cir- 
cumference of shot. First shot broke up and remained 
sticking in the plate. The charge of powder was inrceased 
to 22 pounds, giving a work of about 75 foot-tons per inch 
of circumference. The shot penetrated the plate and de- 
tached a large piece. The plate appeared to be well made, 
the welds sound after the practice, and the material good. 
Though the victory remained with the guns, the makers 
think that with the experience gained by this firing, they 
can produce a plate in the end that will be impenetrable. 

Amona the other benefits which we owe to inventors, 
must not be left out innumerable interesting facts, which 
their industry and study disclose, concerning the weakness 
of things existing. Mr. Cuatmens, the inventor of the cele- 
brated armor target, says: “ The necessity of a better 
armor for our iron-clads is apparent from two indispensable 
facts. First, the six-and-a-half-ton gun with the mode- 
rate charge of sixteen pounds of powder can send the Pat- 
LiskR shot of 115 pounds, broken up into ten thousand 
fragments, through the side of the Warrior at 500 yards. 
Second, in a list of thirty to our iron-clads—about all we 
have afloat—twenty are weaker than the /Varrior in resist- 
ance to shot, five are equal, and four superior. Thus twenty- 
six of our iron-plated ships can be penetrated by the six- 
and-a-half-ton gun with a very moderate charge of powder, 
and the remaining four would be pierced by the same guns 
and shot by increasing the charge of twenty-two pounds. 
If, then, every ship we have afloat can be penetrated by this 
comparatively light weapon, we can imagine the effect of 
thetwelve-ton gun with a 250-pound chilled shot and forty- 
three-pound charge. In view of such results the question 
ceases to bea mere scientific contest for superiority, It is a 
question of life and death, which seriously affects our posi- 
tion as a first-class naval power. It would be silly in the 
extreme to suppose that we can long retain the exclusive 
use of such projectiles, and our true wisdom will be seri- 
ously to grapple with the difficulties and meet them with 
the best resistance we can offer. Mr. Cuatmens, by the 
way, has just left for Paris to arrange for a series of experi- 
ments with French artillery against his target. If the 
Emperor pits one of his new big guns against Mr. Cuatuers 
combination of iron and wood, the contest will be interest- 
ing.

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THE FLOGGING OF SOLDIERS. 
HE discrowning of King Lash is the most signifi- 
cant of recent events connected with the British 
land service. Wonderful as it may seem, the House 
of Commons, by the close vote of 108 to 107, as we 
have already recorded, has decided that flogging is 
unnecessary ‘‘in peace,”’ leaving its necessity in war 
an open question. Thus England follows France, 
Prussia, America and even tardy Austria in desisting 
from brutalities to soldiers, and no longer will the 
British cat swing in the air, during peace at least, to 
the echo of the Russian knout and the Turkish basti- 
nado. There has been infinite progress in humanity 
since delinquent soldiers and sailors were habitually 
tortured to death, a few centuries ago, by such means 
as the Dutch ‘‘keel-hauling,’’ and the Spanish “‘ stra- 
“‘pado.” The names of these and kindred atrocities 
remain in the language long after officers have become 
ashamed to bruise, scrape and suffocate their sailors 
to death beneath a ship’s keel, or to tear the arms of 
their soldiers out of their sockets. But the Europeans 
of a few centuries since were greatly advanced over 
the Greeks, Egyptians, Assyrians,Jews, Carthaginians, 
Romans, all of whom had concocted hideous refine- 
ments of cruelty for military delinquencies. Flaying 
or burning or burying alive, cutting to bits, impaling, 
stoning to death—all of these-were, so to speak, the 
simple stock on which fine varieties of torture were 
cooked up ; for men’s ingenuity is never so hellish in 
keenness as when employed in inflicting exquisite 
agonies on each other. 

While slow-fire roastings, and rackings, and pincer- 
ings, and brandings, and breakings on the wheel, and 
plungings from precipices, and mayhems, and man- 
glings, have had full sweep, flogging as a steady, 
‘reliable ’’ punishment for soldiers and sailors, has 
been in vogue from the remotest and most barbaric 
ages. The comic dramatists of Rome, by their laughable 
slang words, show us how common a penalty flogging 
was. In the Billingsgate of those days, people called 
each other consumers of rods and users-up of twigs. 
The peasantry and vassals of medizeval Europe found 
no coat-of-mail on their backs to break the blows 
which any faltering in service so promptly procured. 
In our times, too, “the lash is mightier than the 
sword.”’ The whirr and swish of FREpERIC’s cane 
sang through the length and breadth of Europe; at 
all events, the hireling soldiery of every nation bore 
his sign-manual of enlistment on their backs. Even 
at this time, glancing back a century, no sound is 
more audible along the corridors of history than the 
whack! whack! of the stick playing a devil’s tattoo 
on the heads and ribs of the hapless Prussian soldiery. 
There is veritable fact rather than romance in the 
words which THACKERAY puts into the mouth of his 
Irish hero, BARRY LyNnpDon : 


There was a corporal to every three men, marching behind them, 
and pitilessly using the cane ; so much so that it used to be said that 
in action there was a front rank of privates and a second rank of ser- 
geants and corporals to drive them on. Many men would give way to 
the most frightful acts of despair under these incessant persecutions 
and tortures, and among several regiments of the army a horrible 
practice had sprung up, which for some time caused the greatest alarm 
to the government. This wasa strange, frightful custom of child- 
murder. The men used to say that life was unbearable, that suicide 
was a crime, in order to avert which, and to finish with the intolera- 
ble misery of their position, the best plan was to killa young child, 
which was innocent, and therefore secure of heaven, and then to de- 
liver themselves as guilty of the murder. 


That was the way that King Lash ruled of old in 
the armies of Prussia, when the notion prevailed that 
it was needful to treat a man like a machine—or, 
rather, like a brute, for machines are not flogged—to 
get him into proper discipline. The fallacy of that 
doctrine was proved a year ago. The dethronement 
of the dire monarch in Prussia antedated the war, 
and Prussian soldiers mounted to the top of fame— 
even without the aid of the lash! Inspired by the 
success of Prussia and of France—foremost in Europe 
in martial prowess—England has undertaken to rid 
her army of Tyrant Lash in peace-time, and apparently 








has succeeded. 





The Parliamentary vote was close ; the army officers 
were almost solid in their opposition ; they painted 
hideous pictures of the anarchy that would ensue, 
This was te be expected from the British officers 
who have always had a peculiarly keen relish for flog. 
ging their men in terrific style: some of them are, by 
education, rather brutal, and the days of India and 
Jamaica are not so distant that we can expect of them 
a voluntary renunciation of the privilege of flogging. 
The English and the Algerines, or Barbary corsairs, 
are the two nations whose officers have been most 
famous in our age for blowing captives from the 
mouths of cannon—though the Turks have also prac- 
tised it. But the injustice, the uselessness, and the 
bad moral effect of the lash in the army, and, above 
all, the example of other nations, which shamed Great 
Britain, conspired to overcome it there. “In Prussia, 
“*T have seen,’’ says Barry LyNnpov, “ the bravest 
“men of the army cry like children at a cut of the 
“‘cane; I have seen a little ensign of fifteen call out a 
“man of fifty from the ranks, a man who had been 
“in a hundred battles, and he has stood presenting 
“‘arms, and sobbing and howling like a baby, while 
“‘the young wretch lashed him over the arms and 
“thighs with the stick.’’ In the English service, it 
was less the casual use of the rattan, than the deliber- 
ate sentences of courts-martial which proved objection- 
able. Officers testified of cases in their own memory 
where 999 lashes had been given at a single infliction, 
And to what purpose? The lash-roster showed that 
men were flogged again and again, losing their blood 
and their self-respect, but no purpose to disobey the 
rules. One man, in three years, was court-martialed 
five times, sentenced to be flogged four times, flogged 
three times, and imprisoned 766 days. Another was 
tried seven times, flogged three, and imprisoned three 
years. Another was tried six times and got 929 lashes. 
Does flogging deter from crime ? 


But, the world over, the habit of flogging virtue 
into men and faults out of them, is greatly diminishing. 
The abolition of serfdom in Russia and of slavery in 
America did away with some millions of lashings per 
annum. The recent military overthrow of the public 
whipping-post in the Southern States is a step in the 
same direction. Even the Austrians, always severe 
in their penal military code, are about to abolish flog- 
ging in their armies. The French long ago got rid of 
it, and to advantage. Their penal code is distinguish- 
ed for its graduation to every variety of offence. The 
French officers declare that a lash laid on the back of 
the meanest private would raise a revolt among the 
best. We cannot believe the Britsh service will suf- 
fer from the abolition of this form of punishment. 
Lately, the spirited London correspondent of a New 
York paper painted in dark colors the personnel of the 
private soldiery in the British service. We doubt not 
the picture is overdrawn, but, at all events, one source 
of the trouble will now be gone. ‘‘It is the refuse 
‘‘ of the country,’’ cries the writer. ‘‘ No decent man 
“will enlist, unless he is desperate or drunk. The 
‘service is improved, no doubt. The soldiers have 
“better barracks, reading-rooms, billiards, and, at 
‘some camps, gardens. But two things are wanting 
** __the chance of promotion and the abolition of the 
*‘cat-o’-nine-tails.” For the first of those evils the 
only remedy, we fear, is war. The practice of buying 
and selling commissions, and getting appoinments and 
promotions by family influence, is too venerable af 
institution for Britons to rudely uproot. But the cat 
is gone. Already it had been declining, since, 
1864, only 528 men were flogged in the British army, 
and in 1865 but 449: the record for 1868 will be clear. 

Apropos of this discussion, Major Huaues, late 
Captain Second U. S. Colored Cavalry, sends us § 
copy of a letter by him addressed to the London Times, 
and published in that paper. It appears that, in the 
House of Commons, Sir H. Verney said that a0 
American general under the gallery had informed s 
member that, though flogging was against the United 
States Articles of War, yet he himself ‘‘ had flogged 
‘+ men over and over again.” Major Huaues there

We echo the inquiry, with no expectation, how 
ever, of finding it answered. The section in questo”

“sbolished.”” We doubt not that the fact is in accord- 


noe with the law. 








Tur Indian outlook is warlike. A fortnight since, 
Hancock held a “‘talk” with fifteen chiefs 
of the Cheyennes, and, on his part, a pretty plain 
ik itwas. There was a minimum of “Great Father” 
humbug and a maximum of straightforward warning 
in the General’s speech. The scene must have been 
memorable—the Indians ** magnificently dressed in 
“ gorgeous crimson blankets, their faces painted and 
their bodies bedizened in all the glory of the Indian 
toilet,” and our officers in full uniforms, with swords 
and sashes, while the council-fire flared its light on 
all, and the Indians sat about it, passing the calumet. 
The Cheyennes of this tribe are mainly fine-looking 
fellows, aristocrats among their fellows of the Plains, 
and our own officers, headed by General Hancock, 
doubtless showed a physique not less noteworthy. 
“Tar, Buu,” in his brief, guttural response, was 
somewhat non-committal: chiefly he declared a pacific 
intent—only “your young men must not shoot us— 
‘whenever they see us they fire, and we fire on 
“ them.” 

Next day, when General Hancock marched to 
their camp for a ‘‘ big talk” with the principal chiefs, 
he found that the Indians had all gone. General 
Cusrer put off in hot pursuit, with a part of the 
Seventh Cavalry, but, at last accounts, had not come 
upwith the warriors. This decamping of the Indians 
looks warlike, because it may fairly be interpreted as 
4 movement to avoid concluding terms of peace. The 
Cheyennes are probably compromised with the Sioux, 
and do not care to break the alliance. If we examine 
carefully the dates, we find that the destruction by the 
former tribe of Lookout Station, on the Smoky Hill 
route, with the killing of the expressmen and the 
capture of horses, took place befure the conference 
with General Hancock; but this only goes to show 
that already a part of the Cheyenne warriors were on 
the war-path. 

Once more, then, the old question of Indian man- 
agement comes up. There is no doubt that our 
forces are on the march to avenge the late massacres. 
We have no surplus of troops for this purpose; yet 
the main trouble is not that we have too few troops, 
but too few of the right kind. General SuLLy has 
probably created some division in the Indian ranks 
by his recent conference, and has dissuaded many 
lodges of the Sioux from joining in the war. How- 
ever, several thousand choice Indian soldiers are 
banded together for rapine and slaughter. On our 
part, General AuGurR takes probably about 5,000 men 
with him, and General Hancock has the Thirty- 
seventh and a part of the Third Infantry, and a por- 
tion of the Seventh Cavalry. But the trouble is in 
getting at the Indians on equal terms. Their whole- 
some dread of ‘‘shooting-wagons’’ keeps them out 
of range of batteries, and their natural craft teaches 
them to fly from armed expeditions so as to decoy 
small detachments into hopeless ambush. 

We need not so much more troops, as more experi- 
enced troops—skilled, not alone in the devices of 
pitehed battle and in tactical manceuvre, but in unrav- 
tlling Indian strategy and in bushwhacking. Above 
all, we need excellent horsemen, trained to great 
endurance, keen in pursuit, sagacious of Indian trails, 
and accustomed to fight on horseback in the Centaur- 
like fashion of their adroit antagonists. An Indian 
on horseback, at full speed, twangs his arrow shoulder- 
high from the quivering string with the accuracy of 
arifled gun laid at a target on the trial-ground; but 
the carbine of the unpractised cavalryman goes bob- 
bing up and down with each plunge of his steed. As 
to infantry, many of the new recruits are wholly un- 
trained in anything, but mechanical evolutions, and 
we quite unskilled even in marksmanship. They 
sught tobe up to the thousand and one devices of 
Wood-craft wherewith the red men by nature and 
education are familiar. In any case, besides, in- 
autty, however good, have seldom a fair show in 
— campaigning. Before a formidable body of

Good cavalry, picked cavalry, the best that can be 


it; the men selected for past proficieney in pioneer- 


ing or acquaintance with border life—this is the arm 
fitted to overhaul and conquer the flying Indians. 
Breech-loading carbines give them an immense ad- 
vantage over the Indians, as the latter have not yet 
penetrated the mystery of the weapon, and could not 
get the ammunition if they had, The cavalry should 
be admirably mounted, even at considerable cost, and 
posts should be so established and filled with supplies 
(the redoubts being guarded by strong detachments 
of infantry) that a campaign once commenced can be 
incessant. Excellent cavalrymen, on fine horses, with 
supplies secure, can make enormous marches in a 
brief time, running down the hostile Indians, and 
taking them with the evidences of guilt upon them. 
In this way it will never be needful for infantry to 
open running fire on Indians ‘‘at sight,’’ as ‘‘ TALL 
‘**BuLL” complains, without knowing whether their 
approach be hostile or pacific, nor for villages, whence 
the warriors have departed, to be burned in tardy 
prosecution and punishment of crimes. There will 
be a more summary method of bringing the guilty to 
account, and vengeance will terrify by its promptness. 








Our remarks last week upon the twofold position, 
military and diplomatic, held by Captain and Brevet 
Major-General Kitpatrick, Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentiary to the Republic of 
Chili, have procured us a varied correspondence on 
that subject. One of these letters combats the views 
of the JOURNAL, and we therefore print it in another 
column ; the others endorse the position assumed by 
us. The writer of the letter in question sets forth the 
past services of General KILPATRIcK as a reason for 
his attempting to discharge two sets of functions 
utterly incompatible and self-destructive. It seems 
to us that we gave, last week, quite as glowing a 
eulogium of General KILPATRICK’s past service, both 
military and ministerial, as the historic facts would 
justify : we certainly aimed, in order to show that our 
comment was upon principles, not persons, we aimed 
to stretch praise to its utmost tension. We think, 
therefore, that no complaint need be made on that 
score. 

The truth is, however, that no past services, whether 
greater or less, can justify the deliberate detail for 
years of a line officer of the Army to an exclusively 
diplomatic position, for which a hundred other men 
in the country are as fit as he. We doubt even if 
General GRANT himself would consider that he had 
rendered services of such a character as would justify 
his retention of the Generalship of the Army while 
he was performing also as Ambassador at the Court 
of St. James. Much more, then, the past record of 
General KILPATRICK establishes no such privilege. 
It is unwise, in any case, for an officer to exercise, at 
the same moment, in time of peace, both civil and 
military functions. It is much more impolitic, when 
the locality of the diverse rounds of duties are so 
widely separated as in the present case. General 
KILPATRICK’S company is now on duty on the coasts 
of the North Atlantic, and he is on duty on the coast 
of the South Pacific; they in latitude 43° north, he in 
latitude 34° south. Now, in time of war, or in an 
hour of peril either to our own country or the one to 
which the officer is accredited, military necessity may 
justify detaching officers for diplomatic stations. But 
when details become protracted for years, and there is 
no exigency to plead, the case is otherwise. 

We wish it distinctly to be understood that the 
point here in discussion is one of general principle 
rather than of special application. General Kitpar- 
RICK’s assignment to incompatible duties is so well- 
known (and the impolicy of such a course is so palpa- 
ble,) that it furnishes the best text possible for the 
illustration of a broad principle. So long as our Army 
continues to be feeble in numbers, compared with the 
expanse of the Republic, we can have no spare offi- 
cers for incongruous duties. There are civilians 
enough, trained and educated for civil service, and 
perhaps officers who would like to permanently re- 
nounce the sword for the robe, to avoid the necessity 
for such details. In a numerous military establish- 
ment, like those of European powers, the affair might 
be different. There is great need, with us, of the 
presence of officers with their commands. The Army 
has not yet touched that pitch of perfection which 
permits it to dispense with its officers. It will hardly 
be contended that General Kinparrick can give his 
attention both to Fort Preble, Maine, and Santiago, 


grasping higher, is unjust to inferior officers awaiting 
their promotions. We should not have needed to 
recur to this subject, but for the letter published this 
week: but we take the occasion to reaffirm our posi--' 
tion. 





THE FRASER GUN. 


AcoorDiN@ to British papers, the favorite heavy w eapou’ 
of the British service at present is the cheap Fraser gun. 
Mr. Frasze is or was “Deputy Assistant Superintendent. 
of the Woolwich Gun Factory.” His innovations in the 
manufacture of ARMSTRONG guns are two, and are describ- 
edinthe London Engineer of June 22, 1866. The first 
coiled guns were made only of the best Yorkshire iron, at 
a cost of £20 to £22 per ton. This iron possessed immense 
strength and great purity, but it was unfitted for gun- 
making by its tendency to blister. Even when coiled, huge 
blisters rose on the inner and outer surfaces of the coils, 
and as these had to be slipped over each other, the blisters 
were necessarily cut off, leaving gaping holes in what 
should have been the soundest work. Mr. Fraser sug- 
gested that the Yorkshire iron should be given up for goed 
Staffordshire iron, costing not more than £10 per ton, but 
capable of receiving a good weld. Experiments were 
made which resulted in establiehing the change, at a sav- 
ing of as much as £45,000 (estimated) a year in iron and 
much more in time, labor and useless forgings. The en- 
tire saving is put down at £100,000. At the same time, 
‘“Mansuatt’s Iron,” a fine-grained, homogeneous iron, 
was suggested by Colonel Camppetu for the inner tube, in 
place of the Staffordshire metal, which is too coarse-grained. 
The employment of this; has reduced the proportion of de- 
fective tubes from 30 to 2 per cent. 

Mr. Fraser's next recommendation was in the mode of 
building up the gun, Sir Witt1am Armsrrone’s method 
was to make an inner tube, turn it, and turn another a lit- 
tle smaller. The second was then heated and shrunk on 
the first. The mass is then taken to the lathe, turned 
again, a second envelope is turned to fit it, and the shrink- 
ing on is repeated. The [number of times this has to be 
done can be seen by reference to any section of an Arm- 
STRONG gun, showing the coils. Mr. Fraser does the 
whole fitting up at one operation. All the parts are turned 
to gauge and put together at once. By this the cost of 
manufacture is lowered no less than forty per cent.. No. 
wonder the British call the weapon “the cheap gun.” It 
can be made for £40 a ton, and the same plant turns out: 
the guns twice as fast as by the old way. Cast-iron guna 
of smaller size cost £30 per ton. 

In making large guns the coils are thick, and are wound 
in opposite directions. In trying to forge two coils thus 
wound into one solid mass, it was found that the outer 
coil was liable to expand under the hammer and throw out 
the inner. Mr. Fraser's ingenuity remedied this by 
making the inner coil a little longer than the outer, and 
pounding it on the end. Mr. Frasgr also lessened the 
number of coils, and in May and June, 1866, four guns 
made in accordance with his views were tested to bursting. 
They were: one 12-ton gun, with a tube of MarsHatu’s 
iron, cost £500; and one with a steel tube, cost £750 ; 
two 64-pounders, one of which was in two pieces only, cost 
£130 and £170. The trial was reported as follows.

It was made of Yorkshire iron, and 
flew into forty pieces, without a moment’s warning. When 
the Fraser gun burst the steel tube split at the 380th round, 
and after that the outer portion gradually gave way. 

As to the 64-pounder guns, one was atill in good condi- 
tion after firing 2,000 rounds with 8 pounds of powder, only

Passep at THE Sxconp Session or THK TuHIaTY-NINTH ConoREss- 
(Pusiic—No. 102.] 
An Act to abolish and forever prohibit the system of peonage in the 
Territory of New Mexico and other parts of che United States. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the holding of any 
— to service or labor under the system known as peonage is 

ereby declared to be unlawiul, and the same is hereby abolished 
and forever prohibited in the Territory of New Mexico, or in any 
other Territory or State of the United States; and all acts, laws, 
resolutions, orders, regulations or usages of the Territory of New 
Mexico, or of any other Territory or State of the United States, 
which have heretofore established, maintained or enforced, or by vir- 
tue of which any attempt shall hereafter be made to establish, main- 
tain or enforce, directly or indirectly, the voluntary or involuntary 
service or labor of any persons as peons, in liquidation of any debt 
or obligation, or otherwise, be, and the same are hereby, declared 
null and void; and any person or persons who shall hold, arrest, or 
return, or cause to be held, arrested or returned, or in any manner 
aid in the arrest or return of any person or persons to a condition of 
peonage, shail, upon conviction, be punished by fine not less than one 
thousand nor more than five thousand do'lars, or by imprisonment 
not less than one nor more than five years, or both, at the discretion 
of the court. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of all 
persons in the military or civil service in the Territory of New Mexi- 
co to aid in the entorcement of the foregoing section of this act ; 
and any person or persons who shall obstruct or attempt to obstruct, 
or in any way to interfere with or prevent the enforcement of this 
act, shall be liable to the pains and penaities hereby provided ; and 
avy officer or other person in the military service of the United States 
who shall so offend, directly or indirectly, shall, on conviction before 
a court-martial, be dish bly dismissed the service of the United 
States, and shall thereafter be ineiizible to re-appointment to any 
office of trust, honor or profit under the Government.

A Resotvtion to authorize the Commanding General of the Army to 
permit tracers to remain at certain Military Posts.

A Resouution in relation to the execution of surveys of rivers 
ordered by Congress.

cuted by an agent or attorney, shall be made payable to the Com- 
missioner of the Freedmen’s Bureau, who shall pay the said agent 
or attorney his lawful tees and expenses, and shali hold the balance 
subject to the order of the claimants on satisfactory identification ; 
but no money shail be paid to any person except the claimant, or his 
or her legal representatives if deceased; nor shall any power of 
attorney, transfer or assignment of the amount of said claims, or 
any part thereof, be recognized or allowed by the Commissioner, or 
by any officer or agent acting under him ; and it shall be the 5! of 
the said Commissioner, the officers and agents of the Freedmen’s Bu- 
reau, to facilitate as far as possible the discovery, identification and 
payment of the claimants. 

Sec. 2. And be it further resolved, That the Commissioner of the 
Freedmen’s Bureau shall be h«-ld responsible for the safe custody and 
faithiul disbursement of the funds hereby intrusted to him. It set- 
tling with the attorney or agent of the claimant strict compliance 
with the scale of fees prescribed by the second section of a joint reso- 
lution approved June twenty-six, eighteen hundred and sixty-six, 
entitled ** Jo‘ at resolution ameniatory of a joint resolution respect- 
ing bounties to colored soldiers and the pensions, bounties and allow- 
ances to their heirs,” approved June fifteen, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-six, will in every case be required and enforced; and if any 
attorney or agent shall, in addition to notarial fees and expenses of 
collecting such claim, demand repayment for money loaned or ad- 
vanced to any claimant, he shall be required to make oath to the date 
and amount of such loan or advance, or payment of the fees and ex- 
penses shall be withheld ; and when the claimant shall have been 
properly identified, and his account is ready for settlement, the bal- 
ance due shall be paid in current funds, and not in checks or drafts. 

Sx0.3. And be it further resolved, That all money held or disbursed 
under the provisions of this resolution sball be held and disbursed 
under the same rules and regulations governing other disbursing 
officers of the Army.

MILITIA ITEMS, 


Firra Recrmext.—This regiment, which was formerly the Jeffer- 
son Guard, paraded on Monday the 22d inst., in honor of the birth- 
day of Jefferson. The regimental line was formed in front of the 
armory in Hester street, after which the regiment marched down the 
Bowery to the City Hall, where it was reviewed by Mayor Hoffman. 
Colonel Anton Meyer was in command, assisted by Lioeutenant- 
Colonel Hillenbrand and Adjutant Marquardt. The field and staff 
were all mounted. The regiment paraded ten companies strong, of 
twenty files each, the officers and men being in full uniform. In form- 
ing line in the Park the companies came on the right by file into linein 
good style, instead of countermarching, as we have noticed several of 
the regiments do under similar ci t The centre of the bat- 
talion, when in line of battle, was considerably to the right of the 
centre of the City Hall. While Mayor Hoffman was passing along 
the rear of the line, several of the men of the frort rank looked around 
to see where he was. We were somewhat surprised to see this in so 
good a regiment as the Fifth. ‘Captains should see that this lack of 
discipline is corrected. After the Mayor had come to his position 
again, the battalion was brought to an order by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Hillenbrand. When the command Attention was given, none of the 
captains of the right wing, with the exception of the one on the ex- 
treme right flank, brought up his sabre, the rest waited for the com- 
mand Shoulder Arms. It should be remembered that there is no 
such order as Shoulder Arms for officers. When an officer stands at 
attention he holds his sabre in the position of Carry. Before passing in 
review the regiment was faced to the right and marched to the east end 
0! the Park, the companies filing to the left and then marching by the 

left flank. As the regiment passed the reviewing officer they made a 
very fine appearance, every man keeping his head straight to the front. 
D-um Major Berchert was on hand, and his drum corps attracted con- 
siderable attention, as did also the Drum Major himself, who saluted 
by executing with his baton the right and left moulinet of the 
sword exercise. The field music and band were preceded by the engi- 
neer corps of fifteen members in single rank. As the companies 
passed the place where we stood, we heard one of the company 
commanders give the command Right Dress, at which one of 
the bystanders cried out in a voice rich with brogue, ‘left driss.’”’ 
It so happened that both the captain and his Hibernian friend were 
wrong, for the guide is right when a column is passing in review, and 
the command right (or left) dress should never be given to a body of 
men on the march. The Fifth, however, looked as well as ever, the 
field and staff being especially resplendent in their full-dress uniform, 
including baldricks, epaulets and “sich.” After being reviewed in 
the Park the regiment marched up Broadway and through Eighth 
street to Tompkins Square, where it was reviewed by Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Louis Burger, commanding Second brigade. Previous to the 
review, Colonel Meyer exercised the regiment 1n several battalion 
movements in quick and double quick time. The review by General 
Burger took place at 44 o’clock, after which the regiment returned 
to its armory and was unfortunate enough to be caught in the rain. 
In the evening the officers dined together at the Steuben House, 
Brigadier-General Burger and Mayor Hoffman being among the in- 
vited guests who were present. 

Company F, of this regiment, gave a ball at the Harmonie Garden 
on the same evening, which, being Easter Monday, is always a great 
day with our German citizens. 


Dit. or THE TuRTeENTH Reorment.—A drill of the left wing og 
this regiment took place at the arsenal, Portland avenue, on Friday 
evening, the 19th inst. The companies composing this wing are 
Companies A, B, Hand I. Brevet Major-General J. Jourdan, the 
Colonel of the regiment, was in command, Lieutenant-Colonel Dakin, 
Major Mason and Adjutant Palmer being also present. The compa- 
nies paraded with a front of sixteen files each. The line was formed 
two or three times before it was done exactly as it should be. Three 
members of the drum corps under the new drum-major furnished the 
music. The new drum-major is a soldierly looking person, and a 
decided improvement en the previous incumbent, who, it will be re- 
membered, was dismissed by Colonel Woodward for indulging to too - 
great an extent his love of stimulants. When the ranks were opened 
the Major, who had come to the right from his position on the left, 
aligned the rear rank, having done which, he was compelled to resume 
his place on the left flank by passing between the ranks. We sup- 
pose this was done by order, but we do not understand why, for it is 
distinctly laid down in the second volume of Casey that when the 
ranks are to be opened, and the command (to the rear, open order) 
March has been given, the men of the rear rank will pass a little in 
rear of the line traced for this rank, halt and dress forward on the 
covering sergeants, who will align correctly the men of their respec- 
tive companies. The file closers will be aligned by the Lieutenant- 
Colonel: 

Throughout the entire drill the men made a very good appearance, 
and stood quite steady, although there is still too much moving cf 
the hands. We were particularly pleased with the very decided im- 
provement which the regiment has made in the manual, although 
there is still considerable lack of acouracy of detail; the changes of 
the piece were executed with fine spirit and snap. When the column 
was marching with arms upon the right shoulder, and the command | 
Halt was given, we noticed that the pieces all came down together, 
and that the men made them rattle as they handled them. We like 
to see this, as it shows that the men are attentive and wide awake. 

When the battalion was formed in a column of platoons, and ex- 
ecuted several wheels on the march, the officers commanding the first 
four platoons failed to change the guide to the right when wheeling 
to the left. The Captain commanding the first platoon did not face 

his command while executing the wheel. The drill as a whole, how- 
ever, was as good if not better than any previous performance of that 
regimen: which we have witnessed, for we think there has been a 
very decided improvement on the part of the members of the regi- 
ment, and that they are more attentive to their duties. 

We understand that a prize is to be offered to the company of this 
regiment which, in a competitive drill, shall prove to be the best 
instructed in the school of the soldier and of the company. 

Serenape To Coronet, Carr.—Ool. Wm. 8.\Oarr, commanding the 
Eighth regiment, was serenaded on Thursday evening, the 18th inst., at 
his residence in Fifty-first street, by the regimental band accompanied 
by Company B, Captain Clarke. The company turned out on this 
occasion with over fifty members, and attracted considerable attene 
tion in marching to the Colonel’s residence, by reason of their sol- 
dierly appearance. The serenaders arrived before the Colonel’s 
house about half-past ten o’clock, and shortly afterward commenced 
the serenade. The selections performed were given in very good 








style, under the leadership of Robertson, after which the company 


were invited into the house, where they were very handsomely enter- 
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tained. After having done ample justice to the Colonel’s good cheer, 
the company and band, accompanied by quite a number of friends 
and invited guests, among whom were General Varian and staff, Ool- 
onel Carr and staff, Lieutenant-Colonel Perley, of the First, and 
Lieutenant Benjamin, of the Seventy-first regiment, proceeded to 
the residence of the Rev. Abbott E. Kittridge, the newly-appointed 
Chaplain of the regiment, who was also serenaded. After the close 
of the music, the Chaplain was introduced by Colonel Carr, and 
made a brief but stirring address. Speeches were also made by 
Brigadier-General Varian, Colonel Carr, School Commissioner Lara- 
more, and others, many of the remarks of the speakers eliciting loud 
cheers from their auditors. At the close of the serenade the band 
played ‘Old Hundred,” all present singing to the accompaniment of 
the band. Thescene was a very impressive one, which will not readily 
be forgotten ; the gray uniforms of the band and companies being lit 
up by the moonlight which was reflected in rays of light from their 
highly-polished breastplates, while a hundred voices sang in unison 
the impressive words of that grand old hymn. After this the band 
was dismissed, and the company, accompanied by the drum corps, 
returned to their armory. Quite a number of Colonel Carr’s friends 
returned with him to his house, whete they spent the balance of the 
evening in a very social and delightful manner. If any one else can 
get up a more enjoyable serenade than the one of which we have jus; 
epoken, we would like to see them do it. Meanwhile, we shall think 
that it can’t be beat. 

Szconp Drviston.—In accordance with orders issued last week the 
officers of the Fifth and Eleventh brigades of this division met, in 
undress uniform, without side arms, at the State Arsenal, Portland 
avenue, Brooklyn, on Saturday evening, the 20th inst., for purposes 
of improvement, instruction and discipline. There were some ten 
organisations belonging to these brigades, which were on this oc- 
easion represented by some eighty officers in all, those of the 
Thirteenth and Forty-seventh turning out in the largest numbers- 
Major-General Duryea, the division commander, was present, at- 
tended by two of the members of his staff. Colonel Steele, the 
inspector of the division, being abeent, Lieutenant-Colonel Thomas 
Dakin, of the Thirteenth, acted as Assistant Adjutant-General, the 
line being formed of companies composed of the officers of the various 
organizations. After the command had been turned over to Major- 
General Duryea he announced the purposes of the drill, and that it 
would be carried on according to the strict principles of substitution, 
which he explained to mean the rotation of commanders, so that a 
second lieutenant might find himself in command of the battalion. 
Neither of the brigade commanders was present, nor Brevet Brig- 
adier-General Pratt, of the Twenty-third. Brevet Major-General 

Jourdan, of the Thirteenth, was absent by permission. 

After a few preliminary remarks General Duryea turned over the 
command to Colonel J. V. Meserole, of the Forty-seventh regiment, 
and instructed him to exercise the command in passing from line into 
column by wheeling, and by the right and left of companies to the 
rear and front. This having been done to the satisfaction of the 
Major-General, he instructed Colonel Meserole to open the rank, 
and exercise the officers in the principle of the facings, as also of the 
opening and closing of the ranks. Subsequently Brevet Brigadier. 
General Fowler, Colonel of the Fourteenth regiment, relieved Colonel 
Meserole of the command of the battalion, which he exercised in a 
few simple movements. Atthe close of the drill General Duryea 
announced that there would be several other similar drills, and that 
he would take a note as to the evening of the week on which it should 
be held. It was found, however, to be next to impossible to decide 
upon an evening for the next meeting, as four of the evenings of the 
week were proposed and promptly rejected, the indications being that 
the officers would not vote in favor of meeting on any evening unless 
it were Sunday, although no vote was taken as to this day. 

Such, then, is a statement of the result of a meeting of the officers 
of two of the brigades of the Second division for the purposes of im- 
provement, instruction and discipline on the principle of substilution, 
It reminds us of the days when general officers were in the habit of 
ordering out their commands for field days and turning over the com- 
mand to some officer more competent to handle their troops than 
themselves. Never having had the pleasure of seeing Major-Gen- 
eral Duryea exercise his brigades in field movements, we do not now 
propose to discuss his ability to command a division, but we are cer- 
tainly of the opinion that a series of such drills as the one held last 
Saturday evening would do very little to improve the Second division 
in either drill or discipline. 

Twenty-sk0 OND Rxoiment.—In consequence of the numerous 
requests made to the officers of the Twenty-second regiment for a 
repetition of the concert given by them with so much eclat on the 13th 
inst., they have decided to close the season by a grand floral concert 
to be given at the armory on the 22d of May next, which, it is in- 
tended, shall surpass even its predecessor. On this occasion the 

saemory will be profusely decorated with real and artificial flowers, 
among which will be several pyramids of choice hot-house flowers. 
During the evening these will be taken apart and each lady will be 
presented with a bouquet and each gentleman with a bud, after which 
the floer will be cleared for dancing. Invitations have already been 
extended toa large number of the most distinguished military men 
in this vicinity, who have generally accepted. The affiir promises 
to be a most decided success. It is reported that an engraving repre- 
senting the new full-dress uniform of the officers and men of the 
Twenty-second is now being prepared by one of our weekly illustrated 
papers, and will probably be published next week or the week after. 
The original of this picture, a very fine imperial pnotograph, is now 
on exhibition at Rockwood’s, No. 897 Broadway. 

Grarvtia’s Bann Concert.—The band of the Seventh regiment, 
under the leadership of C. S. Grafulla, gave a promenade concert at 
the regimental armory, on Tuesday evening, the 23d inst. The brass 
instruments used by the band on this occasion were the new set 
which were manufactured especially for their use by the Schreiber 
Cornet Manufacturing Company. We have already explained that 
the most noticeable difference between these pieces and those formerly 
used by this band, is that the bells of all of them open upward, thus 
assuring a uniformity of appearance, which is always desirable in 
any military organisation. The introduction of the water valve also 
does away with the awkward manner in which the performers were 
formerly compelled to empty the water out of their instruments. It 
has been objected that the shape of these pieces rendered them pecul- 
iary liable to collect water in case the band should be caught in a show- 
er. It will be found, however, on examination, that the water which 
came in the bells of the pieces would not go further than that portion 
which rested on the shoulder of the performer, while it must be re- 
membered that bands do not usually find it practicable to play at all 
when caught in a severe rain storm. The quality of the music fur- 

nished on last Tuesday was such as to show that Schreiber’s instru- 
wments are at least equal, if not superior, to any others in use. 
The concert was attended by a large and brilliant audience, and 
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the selections were from such composers as Ricci, Verdi, Rossini, 
Strauss, Meyerbeer, Senio and Donizetti. The quickstep at the 
close of the first part of the programme was one composed by Gra- 
fulla, and appears to be still as great a favorite as when he used to 
play it night after night when the regiment was encamped, for it was 
heartily encored. We do not wonder the members of the regiment 
are fond of this quickstep, for it has lightened their steps and their 
knapsacks on many a weary march. 

The concert was a very good one, and as it was largely attended by 
the members and friends of the regiment, we think its proceeds will 
go far toward paying for the new instruments of the band.

Incase of a vacancy occurring 
in the position of regimental adjutant, the indications are that 
Sergeant-Major Murphy will be tendered the appointment. The 
Sergeant-Major has always proved himself a faithful and reliable 
officers, and is well worthy of promotion.

MILITIA BILL. 
(Cuap. £02.) 

Ax Act to amend an act entitled “An act to provide for the enrol- 
ment of the Militia, the organization and discipline of the National 
Quard of the State of New York, and for the public detence,” 
passed April 23, 1862, designated as the Military Code of the State 
ofNew York. Passed April 22, 1967; three-fifths being present. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and As- 

sembly, do enact as follows : 


820. 1. Subdivision two of section one, sections four, eight, nine, 
ten, eleven, twelve, thirteen, fourteen, fifteen, eighteen, twenty-six, 
thirty, one hundred and two, one hundred and twenty-one, one bun- 
dred and twenty-six, one hundred and twenty-seven, one hundred and 
thirty-eight. one hundred and thirty-nine, one hundred and forty, one 
handred and forty-two, one hundred and forty-six, and two hundred 
and eighteen of chapter four hundred and seventy-seven of the laws 
of eighteen hundred and sixty-two, designated as the Military Code of 
the State of New York, are hereby amended s0 as to read as follows: 

9. Persons who have been or hereafter_shall be regulariy and 
honorably discharged from the Regular or Volunteer Army or Navy 
of the United States, in consequence of the performance of military 
tuty, in pursuance of any law of this State, and such firemen as are 
how exempted by law. 

Bec. 4. Under the direction and superintendence of the Commander- 
in-Chief, all persons liable to military duty in this State, who are not 
already members of the organized militia, shall be annually enrolled 
insuch manner, and under such rules and regulations as the Com- 
mander-in-Chief may from time to time prescribe, and by and under 
the direction of such officers as he may appoint ; but no person shall 
beso appointed who is not an_officer or member of tie National 

d and amenable to military law for any neglect or dereliction in 
the discharge of such duty. Such enrolment shall distinctly s ecify 
the names and residences of the persons enrolled, and shall divide the

A considerable number of gentlemen re- 
sponded to this invitation, and, after inspect- 

ing the establishment, partook of a generous 

repast provided by the host. Dr. Shepard, in 

a brief address, explained the advantages of 
the Turkish bath, and gave a history of his 

efforts to introduce the same in this coantry. 

Several members of the editorial profession 

also spoke briefly, bearing testimony from 

their own experience of the value of the 

bath. In the evening the whole establish- 
ment was thronged with visitors, who eagerly 
embraced the opportunity to testify their ap- 
preciation of the Doctor's efforts. The baths 

are now open to ladies and gentlemen, at con- 

venient hours of every day and evening. Over 
one hundred persons may have the luxury of 

a bath every day. Dr. Shepard well deserves 
all the success that has attended or may here- 
after attend his efforts.— Independent. 


GENERAL HANCOCK’S SPEECH TO 
THE INDIANS. 


Turrty Mites rrom Fort Laramiz, 
April 15, 1867, 

Accorpine to previous invitation from 
General Hancock, fifteen chiefs of the Chey- 
enne or “ Dog Soldiers” came to camp last 
night, ostensibly to hold a council, but chiefly 
that General Hancock might impress on their 
minds the important necessity of keeping to 
the strict letter of their treaties. Our officers 
were dressed in full uniforms, and presented a 
fine appearance. The Indians were magnifi- 
cently dressed in gorgeous crimson blankets, 
their faces painted, and their bodies bedizened 
in all the glory of the Indian toilet. General 
Hancock, after all) were seated around the 
council fire, addressed them : 

1 told your agent, some time ago, that I 
was coming here to see you, and that if any 
of you wished to speak to me, you could do so. 
Your agent is your friend. I don’t find many 
chiefs here; what is the reason? I have a 
great deal to say to you, but I want to see all 
the chiefs together. I want to say it all at 


' 


once. But I am glad to see those chiefs that), ! 


are here. To-morrow I am going to your 
camp. I have a boy, said to be a Cheyenne, 
whom the Cheyennes claim. We have made 
® promise, in which we pledged ourselves, it 
possible, to find this boy, and a girl, who were 
somewhere in the United States. We have 
found the boy, and here he is, ready to be de- 
livered to his nearest relatives, who may call 
for him. I will leave him at Fort Larned 
with the commander. He will deliver him up 
to them. ‘The girl is near Denver. We 
have written for her, and she will no doubt be 
sent here, either to your agent, or to the com- 
mander at Fort Larned, for delivery to her 
relatives. You see, the boy has not been 
injured; the girl will be delivered by us, also 
uninjured. Look out that any captives in 
your hands be restored to us equally un- 
harmed. I tell you these things, now, that you 
may keep your treaties. Now, I have a 
great many soldiers; more than all the tribes 
put together. The Great Father has heard 
that some Indians have taken white men and| 
women captives. He has heard, also, that a 
great many Indians are trying to get up war 
to try to hurt the white n an; that is the cause 
of my coming here. I interd not only to 
visit you here, but my troops will remain 
among you to see that the peace and safety of 
the plains is preserved. I am going also to visit 
you in your camps. The innocent and those 
who are truly our friends we shall treat as 
brothers. If we find hereafter that any of you 
have lied to us, we will strike you. In case of 
war we shall punish whosoever befriends our 
enemies. If there are any tribes among you 
who have captives, white or black, you must 
give them up safe and unharmed as they are 
now. I have collected the evidence cf all out- 
rages committed by you, so that yovr agents 
may examine into the matter, and te 1 me who 
are guilty and who are not. I have beard that 
a great many Indians want to figh’. If so, 
we are here and are prepared for war. If you 
are for peace, you know the conditions. If you 
are for war, then look out for its consequences. 
Your t is your friend, but he knows 
his friendship will not save you from the 
anger of your Great Father, if we 
go to war. If we find any good In-

The Great Father has plenty more warriors, 
It is true, you might kill some soldiers, and 
surprise some ¢aall detachmerts. But 
soldiers came here to be killed—that is 
what they are for; we have plenty more, 
and as soon as one is killed, we have 
mother in his place, If you take a pass- 
ener train, and kill women and children, yoa 
will be exterminated. If there are any good 
{ndians taat don’t want to go to war, [ shall 
he'p them and protect them. If there are 
any bad Chiefs, I will help the good Chiefs to 
put their heels on them. I have a great 
many Chiefs with me that have commanded 
more men than any of you ever saw, and they 
have fought more great battles than you have 
fought fights. My Chiefs cannot derive any 
disiinciion from fighting with your small 
nunbeis. Taoey are not anxious for wars 
against Indians, but they are ready to make a 
just war. Let the guilty then beware. Stick 
to your treaties and let the white man travel 
unmolested. Your Great Father is your friend, 
as well as the friend of the white man. If a 
white man behaves badly or doe: a wrong to 
you he shall be punished, if the evidence as- 
certained at the trial proves him guilty. 
[Great sensation among the Indians.] We 
can redress your wrongs better than you cam 
[Groans of ‘wagh, ugh.’] I ha ve no mors to 
say. I will await the end of this Council, to 
see whether you want war or peace. You 
ought to be the white man’s friend. Come to 
the white man, and he will take care of you. 
[ would advise you to cultivate their friend- 
ship. That is all I have to say.
